Both English and American com- 
misBioneTB during the day held separate 
Bcssious. There wore no indications to- 
day of a deliiiite break in the negotia- 
tions and llu! reports that they were 
practically at un end, bnseil on the us- 
Kumptioii that there is no agreement in 
sight, are given positive deuial. At the 
same time it is said such progress has 
not been luude in the udju.stmeut of the 
imptirtant problems before the coiumis- 
sion as would warrunt u dctiulte state- 
mi.'nt of the prohufjie outcome, and the 
termination of the negotiations is not 
yet in sight. 

LonJoii, Feb. IS. — Telegrams from. 
Washington reporting that the Anglo- 
American comuiisBion is encountering 
serious head seas are followed here' with- 
much anxiety, as the opinion prevails 
here that the futiu-e of the Anglo-Auieri- 
can entente largely depends on ilw suc- 
cess of the present negotiations. The 
Speaker voices the^ general feeling by 
saying that the Jiews regarding the- conir 
mission is very disquieting.

01''' individuals who kept giving 
sigmils for shouts of "Down with Lou- 
bet"' aud "Resign, resign." The general 
- public was apparently': indifferent and

Many in the crowd saluted the President 
and cried "Viva Loubet" and Vice 
J'armcc," but the shouts of the demon- 
strators running behind the carriage 
drowned the friendly salutes. The noise 
and exc•itemea,t^Vere.redoubled when tlie 
carriage stopped at the Elyseo. Here two 
hostile groups were massed hooting and 
.blowing whistles. 

Late in the evening crowds composed 
of tlie nienibors of the League of Tat- 
riots, nationalists and others paraded 
the houli'vards blocking traliie. Rival 
shoals of "Kesign" and "llovision" were 
raised and some lighting took place be- 
tween the uieinbei's of the opposing fac- 
tions but order was gradually restored.

Pan- 
ama!" In opposition to the cries of

• dont laiseil shouts of " Vive Louliell" A 
•di^tachnii'iit of mounted cuiriissiei-s ap- 
peared and cleared a passage for llie 
President's carriage. The noise \v;is 
Jbeu redoubled, ami Ihe police had great 
dinii-nllv ill rest niiiiiiig the luoh. 

Suddenly M. l>i- Ho-.ilcde. .Millevoye. 
.'iiid llaliert appeared. The inoli snr- 
roiiiidcd .Millcvoye. who donned his depu- 
ty's licit, whii'li is his usual inelhod of 
signalling to his friends, and his support- 
ers raiigcil llicnisclves between the llircc, 
.slioiil iii'jr. "Down with Loiilx't!" " Itc- 
sign!" " ranama!" When this body 
reached the riace de Ij'Dpera there was

This detach- 
ment of jiolici' succeeded in disiiorsiiig 
the demoiislrator.-., a dowiifall of rain 
assisting in the work. 

As the evening passed I here were a 
number of slight manifestations for and 
against Loutiet, ' buK the , people generally

The street dembhstra'tions wore re- 
newed at midnight. The republican 
guards, niounled and on foot, took i.p 
t'.ieir station at the corner of the Boule- 
vards and the rue Drouet. The police 
cleared the streets and the approaches to 
the otlices of Ihe Libre Parole. JI. de 
Roulede, Coppec! and Forain arrived to- 
gether at the rue Montmarlie. De Rou- 
lede .•iiid Coppee attempted to make 
speeches, and nuicli sciillliiig oiisncd, 
while shouts of " Vive I'-Vrniee!" were 
frciiiiciit ly heard. 'J'lie police intervened 
and scattered the crowd, making many 
arrests. The police station in the nil 
Drouet was soon tilled. Among those 
arretted was Comto de Bari, who was 
released, however, when he was identi- 
fied. The Latin quarter was quiet, but 
the cafes were filled to ovorHowing.

RAI LROA D OATASTROIMIF. 

I-hi.irine ;it E.xpress Spceil Crashes Iiit( 
Train and Mangles Occupants 
of Three Cars. 

Brussels, Feb. IS. — The e.\press train 
from Calais for this place, carrying pa 
sciigers from London, collided with 
tiain which was at a standstill at Foret, 
near Brussels. 

The train left Toiirnai at .''i:22 this 
iiiorniiig and reached )''oret ut 8:24. Im 
mediately afterwards the e.xpress passed 
at full speed into the Station and ran 
into the Tournal train, which was stand 
iiig at .the platform.; - -It -'is,, said that 
owing to a fog the engineer of the ex- 
liress train did not see the signals. The 
collision was appalling. The expres,^ 
locomotive iiiounlcd on Ihe lop of tin 
l.-ist of (he carriages of the Tournai train, 
which was filled with passi'iigers. Thri-i 
c,-irs were smashed to jiieces. 

Twenty-one |iersoiis were killed and 
1(10 in.iiircd. Then- were no Americans 
or lOiiglisli amoiifT Ihcni. 

The s<-ciie of the wreck prcsenled a 
terrilili^ Iiicliire. When the loconiolive 
of the express train leaped into the roofs 
of the three rearmost carriages of the 
ti.'iin from Tournai, it crashed throngli 
(hem and ground the carnages ,'iiid their 
occiiiKints into an .-ilniost ini>xt ricalile 
mass of splintered wooil, broken and 
lv,-isleil ironwork and mangled hnniaiiit.v. 
Six of the bodies of llii> viclims were 
foiiml intertwined in ihe wheels of the 
express locomotive. The disfigurement 
of the dead passengers was appalling.

Hor : boilers, he 
says, shifted, but were secured. Tbe 
I'llvoniu i.s in the roadstead, and will 
probably enter the hui'bor of St. Blichaids 
on Sunday, there to await the Jirnval of 
the tugs which bavo beeu s(?iit to bring 
lior home. 

A despatch from I'oiitn del (lada re- 
ceived this evening says the Pavonia re- 
[lorls that on .laniiiiry IM) she was struck 
by a hurricane anil lay in the Irougli of 
the sea for 21) limii-s on Tuesday. On 
Weilnesday. Feliriiuiy 1, she steamed 
slowly, but on 'I'liiu-sday she was struck 
liv a si>cond hiii-riciine and lay to all ilay. 
O'n Friday. February :!, at ;!:o0 p.m., 
her engines idojiped, with the lioilci-.-' 
iiiUift. causing the ship to labor heavily 
in llie seas whi<-li lirohe over her eon- 
liiiuiilly. On Siilurdiiy, Febrmiry 4, she 
fired distress signals lo tin; steamer Co!- 
or.iiio. wliicli began towing her Siuiday 
morning, hut her bits and souie riggin.M 
were carried away iminediiilely by iii>! 
pai-tiiig of the cable. The Colorado sig 
nailed that she could not tow the Pav- 
onia. but stood by until Jlie .morning of 
the 0th, when she left the Parouia in a 
gale. ^ . ■ 

On Monday and Tuesday the Pavonm 
was in a desperate condition. .\il her 
boilers .-wers a^rjlt fl nd rolling in licr hull 
and there wiis very little hope of saving 
the ship. The crew work':d three <iays 
.Tiid nigliis without loaving the hold, to 
secure the boilers, which hud broken olt 
the sea-cocks, letting in the water. On 
A'S'cdiicsdav, the 8lll, Ihe steniiier drifted 
before the gale. On Thiirsiliiy she sight- 
ed Ihe steamer lloi'atio, wliieli refiis.vl 
lo riMider Iier assisliinee. iiinl on Frid:iy 
slie sighted the steamer Wolviston, w-hicli 
took her in tow, liul iil 11 p. in. the 
cable parted. 'i'lic AV<dvis|oii stood by 
all day Saturday. Imt lesr tbe Pavonia 
on Siiiidav in ii (crrilile gale. On .\Ion- 
dav Ihe SVolvistmi iigaiii found llie dis- 
allied steamer, and stciod by lier until 
T'liesdav. Febrniii-y 1-1. when cables wer 
again iiiade fast and the Pavonia was 
towed in willioiil accident. 

There was no panic aboard, although 
the passengers gave up hope . for two 
(lavs, during which it was thought the 
boilers would surely siak the ship. There 
were many accidents to the crow, bul 
nobody was serioasly hurt. Three boats 
wei-e lost and a part i>f the port giiUcy 
and bake '.houses wore slave in by the 
seas. ■'■ ■ 

The officers report lliat the hurrieaiies 
wsro the worst tlioy bad oven kimmi.

NEW nnUNSWICK BLEOTtONS. 

T'bc unwise attempt to introduce fed- 
eral polities in to the local arena in New 
Brunswick^ has resulted in the ciniiiilete 
collapse of the oi^position party. AVheji 
the Moiicloii f 'onserviitive convention 
several months iigo <lecl;ired for such a 
iinc of action, the Colonist .said that its 
knowledge of the political situation led 
it to think the decision a great mistake. 
Tlie elections have borne out this opin- 
ion. It is true that tlie I.,il)crnls cannot 
( laim the. great triumph of the goverii- 
luent as aiparty:,T|ptOT;:;*j)eTO^ the gov- 
ornmeut cantlidatcf represented botli par- 
ties; but at the .same time no sensible 
man will say that such performances are 
very hi-altliy for the cause of Conserva- 
tism in Nevv Kninswiek. It was a great, 
mistake to precipitate such a contest, to 
attempt with a divided party to over- 
throw a combination, that until a few 
yenr.s ago, domiiiiited almost every cnii- 
siidicncy in tlie province. 

.■V brief resume of the Idstory of local 
polit!cK:;v,;J!i"^NorT- ; Bruriswick will help 
readers ^o ' understand the election just 
held and better to appreciate .its signifi- 



cance. It will also serve to more fully 
deji'.niistratc the lack of judgment shown 
by tliiise who iioedlossly placed the Con- 
servative party in such a false position 
before the eyes of Canada. At the time 
of Confederation existing party linos be- 
tween Conscrvatvcs and Liberals were 
obliterated and new ones drawn between 
the Confederates and auti-Confcderatcs. 
ThiS vCame in the course of a very short 
tinie'to be a very one-sided arrangement, 
the very great majority of the people 
having concluded to accept Confedera 
tion and mnko^the best of it. The free 
.seh(H)l question occupied the attention of 
the electors immediately after the coii- 
summntiiiii of the Union, and the inevit- 
able struggle arose over iioii-seetarian 
educalioii. At least (me election was 
niii upon this issue and it left the King 
administration in unqucstioacd suprem- 
acy. , .,1'he Feasor . administration and 
the short-lived Hanlngton administratioin 
were really only a continuation of the 
King regune. When the IJlair govern- 
ment came in, its advent to power was 
due more to the asaertioa of the younger 
elemdht of their detonnlriation to man- 
age affairs than anything else. It was 
purely accidental that a majority of Mr. 
Blair's supporters in the house were Lib- 
erals, and the fact that his administra- 
tion came to be regarded as in some 
sense Liberal was largely because the 
Conservative lenders in St. .lohii and the 
two lending Conservative papers, the St. 
.loliti Sun ami the Moncton 'J'imes, were 
opposed to him. .Mr. Stockton, who was 
leader of the opposition in the late house 
and who has been defeated in St. .Tohii, 
was a supporter of Mr. Bhiir in the first 
jilace. He entered public life under Mr. 
Ulair's auspices. In fact his first elec- 
tion was due to Mr. Blair's-declaration 
that the government would regard his 
(l(>reat as a direct expression by the elec- 
torate of St. .Tidiii of want of eoa- 
fidenee and withdraw a iwrtfolio from 
that constituency. Mr. Stockton subj; 
aeqiKMitly broke from the goverrinicnt on 
a question of patronage and at the next 
election was taken up by the St. .Toliii 
Conservatives and elected to the house. 
Later he united himself to the Oonserva- 
live party. When Mr. Bhiir went out 
of office,; the- prcmiorshii! fell to his Pro- 
vincial Secretary, Mr. Mitchell, a Con- 
servative,' and on his death Mr. Eiiuner- 
Hiiii, the present I'r(?mier and a Liberal, 
took oflle(>. The election of yesterday 
was the first attempt to . intrpd\ice fed- 
eral linos, and its defeat is due to the 
revolt of independent Conservativc;; 
ngaiiist maeiiiiie politics. 



ItKDUCTIOX OI'' SAIi.VUIKS. 

.Among certain iieople a reduction of 
sahirii s is cei tain to be popular. They 
form ji very small minority of any com- 
munity, but they are as a rule given to 
much talking, and make themselves con- 
spicuous. Tlicse people will applaud the 
action of tht> government ..in cutOng 
down the remuneration of certain mom- 
bc^rs of the civil service. Ueasoiiable 
men will not do so. They will say that 
if the cireumstauces of the jirovince 
called for the intriKliiction of a rigid sys- 
tem of economy, a geii(>ral scaling down 
all along the line would lie justified. The 
but should 'begin with tlic miiiistci s. take 
in the members of the legislature and 
lii!;e in every cinplo.vce getting more than 
the merest living wage. .\ 5 i>er cent, 
cut all round would not have been seri- 
ously felt by any one, and would have 
elTeeted a saving of about .'?10.000, which 
is very iimcb more thiiii will lie acci 
piislied by the proposed reductions. 

We have nothinr to soy ahout^ the 
abolition of positions. If a government 
thinks it can get along witiiont the ser- 
vices of certain olliciMls ac'l abolishes 
llii-ir offices, it is a matter of detail with 
which the genoral public will not greatly 
cimecrn tliemaolvos, any more than over 
the aiipointment of a new ollicial when 
one is found necessary, Xo man lias a 
vested riglit to a government position, 
nnd it it is found that his ofllco is not 
reqiiisit(> in tli(> public interest, its aboli- 
tion is always justitiable. Hiit the mat- 
liM- of salary is quite another thing. We 
do not d(>sire to be miderstood as saying 
tliat an ollicial lias a vested right to the 
maintenance of his salary at any definite 
figure, unless it is fixed by the; statute 
creating his office; but we do say that 
the iiublic is always v(>ady to treat its 
.'itlicials dcci'iitly, and that when a man 
has licen in receipt of a stated salary for 
some years, and has established himself 
in the community nnd adapted his man- 
ner of living according to il. no serious 
rcductiou ouglil t'l lie inadi'. cxcc])t for 
concMisive reasons. The disiiositioii in 
I lie other provinces is to increase the 
pay of ofllcials with length of Kcrvice, 
and we all know from our personal <>x- 
perience how dcsiralile it is tliat tliis 
shall he done. A man enters the public 
s'ervicc, marries, raises a family, kee])s 
bis life insured, nnd in view of tlie prob- 
ability of being compelled to retire in old 
age willioiit iin.v pension, tries In lay 
nsiil(> a few dollars, and the most he ciin 
lay aside in a gov(>rnineiit iillice is very 
Utile indeed. Siiildeuly and without 
notice he finds his salary cut down. His 
living charges remain the same; bis 
duties are unclianged ; bis responsibili- 
ties are not l(\ssened. He simply linds 
that he has to practise rigid economy in 
order to make both ends meet in his liv- 
ing expenses, nnd that too after a length 
of service, wbiidi in any business estab- 
lislinieiit would be regnrilcil as entitling 
him to an increase inst»iid of a reduction. 
We do not believe that the people of 
British Cnlumhin will thnnk the govern- 
ment for singli'ig out eerfaiii ofllcials anil 
leiliicing their salaries. 

U'he cut does not appear to have been 
made according to any principle. Thus 
the superintondout of schools has bis 
salary reduced L'.'i per ci'iit., while the 
reduction of tlie inspectors is between 7 
ami 8 per cent. The deputy provincial 
aocpofary has more than 10 per cent. 
t!»kon off his pn.v; the chief clerk in the 
oDlcc is reduced per cent,, ahd the clerk 



Hi per cent. In the hinds and works de- 
partment the same variety exists, with 
tlie addilion-.l feature of somi! increases. 
It is not iieLCs.sary to go further into de- 
tails. These arc sufficient to show that 
no rule lias been followed in making re- 
duetions, but that the government has 
acted arbitrarily and in n manner that 
suggests a meddlesome spirit and not 
ecoiioiii.v. 



THE DIVIXE SHADOW. 

There is perhaps nowhere is literature 
a mon; striking passage than that with 
which the 01st I'salm opens: "He that 
dwelleth in tlie secret place of the Most 
High shall abide under the shadow of 
the Ahnightj'." The force of this is lost 
when it is regarded as a statement of 
doctrine, a piece of didactic teaching, a 
something that we must accept whetlier 
we want to or not. It is of a far dif- 
ferent nature to this. It is the voice of 
experience, the language of one who 
spoke from the fiillue.sa of his own 
knowledge, iicquircd in a varied life 
sucli as few men have been called upon 
to pass through. ' It is an inspiration 
perhaiis, but not materially difTereiit to 
that which Tennyson felt when he closed 
his life's labors witli the iineis: 
: "I hope to Bce.my pUot. face to face 
"Wlien I have crosso'd the bar." 

The lives of men, who liavi? been ani- 
mated by high ainbitioiis, given tlu'in- 
selveii lip to lofty thought, attempted 
great things, strpen to' attain exalted 
ideals, are full of lessons of priceless 
value. These all tell us, however differ- 
ently tliey iiukii- express the thonglit, that 
"the shadow of the Almighty" is avail- 
able as a refuge and a defence to all 
men, who honestly seek for it. 

(This truth is not a matter of opinion, 
it is not a matter of education; it is not a 
matter of belief. It is confined to no 
one race and no om? period of time. Men 
have dwelt within the divine shadow, 
who never heard ,eyen the name of Chris- 
tianity. ' ' Others hUvo done so to whom 
that sacred name had been made offeiis 
ive by those who professed to respect it 
Such men as Plato, such women as 
Hypatia wei-e as, truly within, its.jtrotec- 
tion as any Christian martyr 'who tostlfled 
in the Itonian Colliseum or at the stake 
of the martyr to their uiUlinehiug faith 
in .Tesiis of Xazareth. Like the blue arch 
of Heaven, this all-oncircling shadow is 
"equally near to every son of num." For 
it is not the. great iihilosopliers, mighty 
warriors, eminent philosophers, devout 
mart.-, is alone to whom this panoply of 
fatlicrhood is extended. The humblest 
person, whose life is attuned to the har- 
mony of love, .that ia[; of the universal 
law of living, mny 'eiijoy its protection 
equally with those who think great 
thoughts or do groat deeds. 

It is not a matter of religion. It is as 
much a fact in our ox|^stcncc as any- 
thing else that can bo suggested. It is 
not a profession of anything. It calls 
for the acceptance of no ecclesi;istical 
formula, ileii may be living under the 
lirotection of this shadow, who have never 
given a thought to it, any more than they 
have to the mysterious force emanating 
from the sun. which sustains thoir life 
upon the earth.

From a literary standpoint it is 
unsurpassed; as a recognition of the 
fatherhood of God it is unequalled.

Has Heeii Made Coiiliiigcnt on Legishi 
tion Tliat May Xot Be Securi'd. 

From tin; .Seattle PoHt-Iiitelligoncer. 

.Men well liifiiraied say that tlicrc Is yet 
a pijssllilllly tliat the big saliaiiii deal ln'- 
t\veoii the trap laou and the I'nclUc Fish 
Couiimuy, of Chicago, In which millions 
of nioney are Involved, may fall through. 
The llinil sottleiiieat of the matter Is, they 
claim, (lepeiiileiit upon tlio actfoii of the 
legislature la passing laws concerning 
lish traps. 

.Should hnvH which force the trap men 
to expose their business to public view be 
passed, there Is a great possibility tliiit 
the sale will never be niadi-, iiiid this 
Btniuls notwithslandtiig the fact that ovur 
$1UO,OOU has. already been paid to trap men 
and cannery owners. Tlie money ohaiig 
ed hiiuds AVednesdaj' iit New Whatcom 
to meet the boiiilcii iigrecmeiit that bad 
Iiceii made between Mr. Onffroy, for the 
raclllc iKlsli (,'iinipaiiy, auil tlie salmon 
men. The ugroement called for payments 
on Wednesaay, so that to hold the deal It 
was necessary to make them,-- C Other pay 
meats are duo on April 1. Whether or not 
they will be made, the trap owners siiv 
lies largely with the legislature at Olviii 
pla. 

On.TECT OF TllK COMPANY. 

The object of this Chicago company Is to 
l.uUd an immense cannery on Bclllngbam 
bay, one which will produce 5,000 cases per 
dii.v, or more than 100.000 cases per season, 
of soek-i^ye salmon. In addition the com 
paiiy proiioses to can the silver and the 
liuiiiliback, which run during the fall. 
The latter kind are so plentiful that they 
are very cheap. Few canners have ever 
handled thorn, bocnuse they aro an In- 
l:(.'rIor llsh, Kolllng at prices about 40 per 
cent, lower than the sock-eye. It I.s the 
purpose of the raclllc company to go inio 
this Held and attiMupt to handle the whole 
cat(-li of the fall soason. The humpbacks 
run every two years, and this fall Is the 
time when they will rome again. With a 
cannery whose capacity Is 5,000 cases per 
<lay 'J.'iO.OOO cases might be cannwl during 
the fall season. 

This new cannery, with the two — tlie 
Northwost Packing Cnnipany and the Is- 
land Packing, capacllv over tOO.noo, o 
which options are held— would make tli 
Chicago poopfo the heaviest cnnners oA 
the Sound. • , Ihen the fifteen or twenty 
-.traps 'on' which .Options' arc held make the 
Inrostmcnt still larger. 

"Should these people fulfill nil tlieir 
agreements and make the Iiivestmenrn 
wlilcli they conteniiilate." said one of the 
trap owners who has lust sold out. "Ihcv 
win put In over $l,.'">nn.00n. This nniouul 
win he Invested on Pic'ct Koiiud. It will 
mean the (-ommencemeut practically of a 
new Industry, for never before has a'liy 
cnnnerv handled the humpback salmon. 
Tt will mean almost tho doubling Of our 
tlsh product. 

I T rURB SHOULD BH CONSIDRRKT*. 
"It does seem to de that the legislature 

.should have some consideration for busi- 
ness fntorests liere. Is not the fnvestiiieiit 
»t ¥l,."iUO,(100 di.-sirable'; Do we not hiui! 
capital out In this country'/ Ilon'l wc 
want the salmon product of PuKi't .Suuiiil 
doubled'; Has It not bci-n our continual 
liollcy to encourage the invi'stiiicnt of 
Kastern capital In Wiishliiglon ',' Has this 
policy been a mere pretense'; It si-eiiis to 
iiu- tliat the legislature should not pass laws 
that will k(!cii niuiiey away. 

"The iiartlenlar 'objection which this 
Chicago ('onipany make to Coiiinilssloiier 
I.lttle'.s bill, known as Innise bill No. .•1711, 
Is the clause recpilrliig trap owners to file 
nflldavlts of their catch. Here Is the jiro- 
vision: 

"'It shall be (ho duty ot every per- 
son owning or operutlng any traji, pound 
net or lish wheel to furnish to the tlsh 
commissioner on or before the IDth da.v of 
each month a sworn statement giving the 
location of such trap or pound net and a 
detailed statement ^f the actual , number 
of llsli oiURht at such trap or pnund net, 
nnd In Addition to answer such questions 
as the fish commissioner shall propound, 
which statement shall he tiled with and 
retained by the fish coninilssloner.' 

"This clause would give Eastern brok- 
ers the Informathin which they have 
sought for years. It would put tho cnn- 
ners, and conseriuent ly the trapjnion, at 
the mercy of these bri)k(>is. They would 
be able to bull and bear the market as 
they chose. We don't want the salmon 
business ot Piiget Sound at the mercy of 
Kastern brokers. I,et the leglsliilure make 

II flat tax on traps, eipiallzing It liy low- 
ering or Increasing the tax according to 
the size of the traps. I am conlldent that 
this- Chicago concern would rather lose 
•the tnoney that It has already put up 
than lirfvo Its buBlaess Jeopardized by such 
a law. 

ANOTIIKIt PUOVISION. 

"Again IliiM-c Is amillier provlslnn of tlie 
lull which win work a hardship upon trap 
owners, making It almost .ImpoBsiblc for 
thcni to work at times. Here 18 a reiiiilie- 
iiKMit from section "1; 

" 'Sueli applicant (the trap owner or eai- 
ployee) shall iiresoiil lii writing to the (isli 
coninilssloner his apiillcal Ion (for a li- 
cense), which application shall be accoai- 
pnnled by tho atfldttvlt of said applicant 
that ho Is a citizen ot the 'DnltPd States, 
or lins doclnrort KIs Intentions to become 
such, one year prior to the making of 
sui-Ii application, and that be Is and has 
liceii for one year prei-edliig such aiipll- 
catliia a bona lldc resident of the slate of 
AVasliiiigton,' etc. 

"Now I have come In from my traps at 
11 o'clock at nlu'ht with men ivho decided 
to ipilt work-. Thev would give no notice 
nt all, 'I'hey would say simply that they 
didn t Intend to go to work In flie niorn- 
liiir. I «dul(l find It necessary ti) co np 
town and get men at once In order to 
luivc> a complete crew for the ninriilnt:. 

'.'What would I have done with such a 
law la effect? It would require a -,veek to 
make such an npnllcatlon nnd receive n 
UceoHp. during which time I snpnose T 
mueb keep mv trav Idle. Ts not the lii- 
.liistlce of tills provision apparent?','

An everyda.v experience with the alTalr.s 
of the library leaves tile convlctloa that 
the departments devoted to eoastltiitioiial 
works, laws, political economy, sociology, 
works of reference and,, works of local In 
tercst demand the fulIest'J possible repre 
Bontatlon In nily permanent collection of 
books designed for the use of the legisla- 
tive assenilily. It Is obviously unwise that 
llctlon and works of a teniponiry chiiraetor 
should receive undue attention In a parlia- 
mentary library. The deiiartmeiit men- 
tioned above have been largely adiled to 
during the pcrliid covered by this report, 
but. still inanv ileniands an- made upon 
the library for the use of works not found 
upon Us ' shelves. It is liiipoitaiil Unit 
luirtlcnlai' alteiithui slimilil lie paid to the 
collection of works dealing with ipieslloiis 
of political econoiuy, sociology, statistics 
and trade. 

The Ineiiniiiletiiess of various series of 
books (hat arc f requeiil ly ri'ferred to great- 
ly Inipah-s till' usefillne';-! of the liislltntlmi.

While the needs of the library are num- 
erous, anil would seem to call for a large 
expenditure, It Is tbe Intention of this de- 
partment to present for Immediate con- 
Hlderntlon only the more serious wants 
and to gradnallv bring the library, to that 
state of efticloncy to which, as the library 
of the legislative asHcmbly, It should nf- 
taln. 

Through the com-tesy of the governments 
of the Australian colonies, tbe government 
of tlie United States and the governments 
of manv states of the Union the library 
bus been the recipient of numerous re- 
ports relating to mining, forestr.v. flRhnrles; 
agriculture, education and trade. Much 
useful Information will "le found In these 
volumes. 

A catalogue of the llnrary Is In course 
of preparation. The work of eatiiloi:iiliii.'. 
of which mention was made In t be la.^l 
report, has not progressed as rapldl.v as 
i-onld be desired.

In tills departaieut are very scarce and 
valuable. In this collcclluu may be seen 
original editions of Vuucouver, Cook, I'ort- 
lock, Marclmud and of othor well known 
uiivigaiors who wero among the Urst to 
sail the I'auitic and explore the coasts 
nud Islands ot British Columbia. These 
volumes Willi the Important ehart^. and 
plates accoiiiiiaiiylng Ibciu sboiilil bi> pliiceil, 
tor their belter sucinity, in a .suitable book 
case lu the private ofllce of the librarian, 
which nt the same time .would Increase 
the space available for. new books In the 
Hlnck room.

■At the last session of the legislature 
the sum- of one thousand dollars was ap 
proprluted for llie cstablLshmeat of a pro 
vinclal system of travelling libraries. After 
careful consideration a system adapted to 
the conclltloim prevailing In rural districts 
in rtrltlsh Cobnubia was Inaugurated. Many 
uppUcatioas for these libraries have been 
received and dealt with. As can be readily 
understood, taking Into consideration the 
class of books of which they are composed, 
these libraries are very much appreciated. 
The svstem works 'oat T»ry weU, though 
111 soiiie details room may bo found for 
improvement. The libraries are particularly 
Intended for tbe use of outlaying com- 
munities, tbe members of wlileli have not 
oiipoitunltles ot attending imblli- libraries. 
Now that the Initial expense of the estab- 
lishing of the system has been Incurred, 
a moderate yearly grant would sufllce to 
keep up the same. The lieiicllt to the 
rnriil coinmimltles resulting from these trav- 
elling lllirarles ciiniiot be overlooked. In 
the nrpcmlix to this report will be found 
a statement as to tin- uuuiber of libraries 
hi use and where tlicy .ire locatetl, with 
the names of the librarians In charge. Ap- 
pended may als„ be seen the '^aWa BOJcra- 
big travelling libniTles nnd a And ng list 
of Library dumber 12.

Pound That Her Pilot Was Not 
Beqnired to Have Any~ 
Qqalificatlon. 



Weak Spot iu Navigrat^ou Laws 
Developed by Inquiry in 
This Case. 



Seattlo, Feb. 18.— The steamboat in- 
siH^clors of tliis district have roudored 
tlicir long-looked-l'or dccisioin in the 
Brixliam disaster, and lind that tlie 
wreck was caused by the alleged negli- 
gence and incompetence of the, i pilot, 
Martin Chester. The dooision as it was 
completed yesterday follow;! iu full: 

"The stoaUier Brixheni, in command 
of James Durie, sailed from Seattle to- 
ward Juneau, Alaska, Octob'er 9i>.1808. 
Tlie ship was loaded with both passeng- 
ers and freight. Nothing uuusual hap- 
pened until the night of October 12. 

"It appears by the ev.idence that Capt. 
Durie was not acquainted witll>tlie;viLlas 
khn waters, and at or about" il' o'clock 
p.m. of said October 12 he retired, as 
he supposed the ship was iu charge of a 
coiuputcnt pilot. August Hanson was 
acting as such, but had uo pilot's li- 
cense. 

"The night was clear, and the land was 
in' sight on bot^ sides. When , the captain 
retired for the night lie, left word with 
Hanson to b6 called if there was any 
change . |n the ".weather. At 12 o'clock 
midnight Haiison was relieved by Martin 
Chester," who held a pilot's license, which 
he claimed to have gotten in San Fraiir 
Cisco. Chester reports a strong south- 
east breeze, and the ship making about 
seven and a half knots an hour, while 
Pilot Hanson claims .slio was making 
nine knots. 

"Tlio course was shaped to clear Stan- 
hope island, or Lincoln rock, whicli lay 
close to the said island. It appears by 
the evidence that a bright lookout was 
kept nil tile time by the chief otilcor, 
Ijarson, who was on the bridge all the 
time with I'ilot Chester; also tlie lookout 
forward was on watch all the time. It 
seems that when Stauliojie island was 
passed no one on board could see it; yet 
it must have been pa.ssed within two 
miles and not exceeding tliree miles. 

"The ship was running on her time, 
and ran on a reef off Blashke island. It 
seemed tliat when Stanhope island was 
passed a cloud must have settled over the 
island, whicli obstructed the same from 
view. There does not seem any doubt 
that a good lookout was kept by the 
pilot, mate and the man on the lookout. 
But we lind no excuse for the pilot's 
running by the island without seeing it. 
Had h(; slowed his, ship do>vu and haul- 
ed in to Stianhope . island, . ' He could 
have made it witiiout doubt. . ' 

"We believe the pilot was. responsible 
for the loss of the ship; but.underv thc 
supervising inspector's iind jflepartment's 
decisions of September |3, 1807;'; We have 
no jurisdiction over 'pilots- in, Alaskan 
waters." 

NOBODY RESPONSIBLE. 

A new point is brought out in the fore- 
going decision that is not generally 
known; that is, tliat vessels sailing under 
register are not required to carry licensed 
pilots. Capt. William .T. Bryant, in- 
spector of hulls, who Ls one of the board 
of inspecting engineers, in explaining tliis 
yesterday, said there was nobody who 
<'onld be held responsible for . accidents 
under like eonditioiis to the Brlxham. 

1 1" a master of a vessel was on watch 
at lUc time a calasi roplie occurred, he 
would Ijc anienalili; to the law; but lu! 
WHS at perfect liberty to leave the ship 
at any time in the charge of anybody he 
might select as pilot, and the latter's be- 
ing without license (indeed, not requiring 
any), tliei-e would be no official head to 
the vessel on watch. If Capt. Durie had 
been ou the bridge at the time the Brix- 
hain went on tlie Blashke reef, niid the 
conditions were similar Id what they ac- 
lually were with Pilot Chester tliere, the 
master could be held rcspDnsible, as he 
is licensed. The master is eniiiowered.lo 
h'uve his vessel to the pilotage of any 
deck liaud he might name, and relieve 
hknself of responsibility... His safeguard 



is to not be on diitj- at the actual time of 

a disaster. 

The inspector is much interested iu this 
matter, ami hus culled tlie attention of 
congres.siuen of the West to the laxity of 
the law and the loophole it leaves for 
ignorant oH'onders to eaoape.tlie conse- 
iiucnci'.i of their curolossuess. Every 
elX(n-t will be made to have the law 
amended. 

tiOVEllNMKNT DECISION. 
Capt. Bryant showed the following 
commuuieation from the secretary of the 
treasury in regard to this matter: 

Treasury Department, Feb. ;;5, IS'JS. 
Sir,— This (lepartuieat In In receipt of 
your loiter of lUu 14th Instant, calling af- 
leutlon to what you deem iiu Irregularity 
on the part ol" owners and mUBlers of 
American steaiuLTs navigating the lulaiul 
waters of Alaska, eltlug lu support of your 
statement the case of the stenmerB Albion 
and National City, which sailed recently 
for Dyea, Alaska, via Victoria, B. C. 
which stenniLTs, you say, have engaged 
English pilots at Victoria to take them 
through the Inland waters of AlMtska, and 
then to continue their employment to Lynn 
canal, '240 miles through Amerlcau waters, 
which you say your are Informed Is 11 
legal. 

In reply, yen are Informed that If the 
Kteaniera named oy you cleared for Dyea 
via Victoria, 1!. C, they evidently sailed 
ender register, and therefore would not be 
required to carry United States licensed 
pilots while en route, cither while In tJnlt- 
ed States or In foreign waters, steamers 
Balling under register being exempt from 
carrying licensed pilots under the provisions 
of section 4401, Kevlsed Statutes of the 
United States, which Is cpioled for your In 
formation, as follows: 

"See. 4401. Ml coastwise, ,qea-golng vcs 
sels and vessels navigating the great lakc^ 
shall be subject to the navigation laws of 
the United States, when navigating witliln 
the jurisdiction thereof and all vessels 
propelled In whole or In part by stentii and 
navigating as aforesaid shall be sublect to 
all the rales and rogiilat Ions •■stabllshcd In 
pursnaiu'i' of law for the govi'rniiH'iifc of 
sti'aiii vessels In passing, as provided li.v 
tills title; anil every coastwise, son-going 
steam vessel subject to the iinvlgatloii laws 
of tli(> United States and to the rules and 
regiilatlons aforesaid, not sailing under 
register, shall, when under way, except ou 
the high seas, be tmder ■ the contnil and 
direction of pilots licensed by the Inspei'- 
tors of stcainlionts."

Atlin, Pell. 5,— Arrived at .Vtlin yes- 
terday, having left Bennett "Wednesday 
morning with our dog team and having 
about 75 pounds of a load to each dog 
(eight dogs). We left Bennett early in 
the morning and cfime through Log 
Cahin district up the railway trail, which 
is a line two-horse trail just completed; 
then we struck on to what is known as 
the Fantail cutoff loading- to TaUu arm. 
We made tlie Half Way House in the 
afternoon ^which is twenty miles from 

Log Cabin)' alid'V Stopped the evening; 
tthis trail is 'absolutetly impassable for 
horses, as it is only a hand or dog sled 
tniilj. Leaving the Half Way House 
Thursday morning, we lunched at Hale.s' 
(tilacier Bay), then made IS-Mile House 
the s;inie evening (tliirty-ouc miles from 
the Tejiee or Half Way House). Left 1«- 
Mile House in the morning and arrived 
at Atliii at noon yesterday. 

Wliat a change the place is to what it 
was three uiontlis ago when tliere wer(? 
only a few tents up and one log house 
started to build. Xow tliere are scniie- 
thing liUe two hundred and llfty log 
liuildiugH not iiii-luding a luindred or 
more tents. Of these log houses aliont 
live iire saloons and hotels combined, 
and about ten stores, also a large opera 
house is being |)Ut up by L. D. Kinney, 
of the Dyea Wharf Co. The wlude of 
Allin is laid one in sliip-sliape order, the 
lieople Jiaviiig built their housi^s on the 
lots laid out by Jlr. NonnaI^ W. P. Kant 
last fall, wliicli were surveyed bj- H. II. 
JOdgertoii. About tifty blocks are laid 
out conipriscil of twelve lots each and 
every one of these lots is oecui)ie(l. By 
the way, lot.s ui> liere are .^OxlOU feet, 
and there is no doubt about it that tills 
place will be one of the prettiest town- 
sites in the district of Cassiar. 

Most of the pi'opli' in her now are new 
arrivals since the beginning of October, 
1808, lind the majority of them Ameri- 
can citizens, and we never saw a more 
disgusted crowd heforo, this alien bill be-

Mr. Bro\vnlee uiid his 
party left the I.rf)g Cabin on Wednesday 
to c-<;me ill by the Toociii trail with horse 
teams, lint lis tliiit Irail is not good, he 
will take alauit a week getting in hero. 

None of the A'ietoria men that left 
Victoria withbi the last three weeks are 
here yot, as they all have large outfits 
and horses to bring them in with, so 
will therefore have to come in on the 
Toochi or ].iake Bennett trails; the rail- 
road company are speaking of breakmg 
till? Fantail cutoff for horstsi. bu". it is 
a na.'ity trail to break; it is only within 
the last week that it luis properly frozen 
up, as the weather in that part where it 
runs has been very soft, and what 
horses did try it; broke through so nmcli 
and they hurt Iheniselves so that they 
had to be killed, and one poor old steer 
hurt himself and had to be shot. 

'J'lie new alien law is causing consid- 
erable excitenii-'iit and discussion iu the 
small town of .Vtlin, and the people have 
already held several meetings to discuss 
this very serious question for this north- 
ern country, it having not only stopped 
for the; time being all transactions and 
deals in mining matters and other prop- 
erty, but il has daniiieiied the ardor of 
the enterprising little town and has had 
a generally depressing effect, keoiiing 
away all , American capital, and also a 
certuia. amount.. be British capital.

we hear it is lill staked, but there are 
lirospeelS of new creeks being discovered 
in the vicinity. 

Peoi)le that have claims in there stak- 
ed last year are making li start now for 
the goldhelds, us the trails leading in 
there are only just now becoming fit 
to tnivel on. , 

The weather up here has been very 
rough for the last, week, .temperature 
about ;)S degrees below across the sum- 
mit.
